On Monday night Joseph Williams of 
Company “M,” 2d California Cavalry, 
here on furlough from Fort Bridger, 
while quietly walking the streets of 
Salt Lake City..with a young lady ac- 
quaintance, was set upon by three cow-. 
ardly assassins, knocked down and rob-. 
Ned of his pistol. He is a mere boy, and 
the attack was so unexpected, that he 
had no oppertunity for resistance hefere- 
heing overpowered by the three valiant 
eut-throats. The same eveniag: another 
person, accompanied by a lady, was 
dogged from street to street and finally 
stopped and insolently qrestioned, as to 
who lhe was and who was with him, 
which he declined answering, ia part. 
but the scoundrels, discovering perbaps 
that he was armed, did not proceed to 
extremities. When asked by what au- 
‘thority they presumed to offer such in- 
eults to persons making no disturbance, 
they said, “they bad come to this coun- 
try first and intended to do about as they 
‘pleased.’ 

On Sunday afternoon and evening, 
‘Brigham Yeung and, nt least, one of his 
vitest teols, Bishop Weelley, publicly. 
and in the presenee of numerons re- 
‘spectable witnesses, ordered, or in Mor- 
mon phrase, ‘counseled,’ the police and 
others to “shoot down” persons found 
_ walking with “their women.” Just twen- 

ty-four hours afterward we find these 
Danite jackals prowling around in obe- 
dience to the “counsel” of the “Lion.” 
their master, and under cover of cark- 
‘ness, robbing and attempting the murder 
of men. who were breaking no law ex- 
cept the mandates of a wretch who sets 
the laws of the land habitually at defi- 
anee.

Meanwhile, we want it understood 
that soldiers with leave, and citizens, 
though not sworn to Mormon fealty, 

‘have as mach right to walk the streets 
ef Sult Lake City, even with a lady, as 
Brigham Young bimeelf, so long as they 
are peaceabie. This is Americana seil, 

much as some dislike to admit the fact, 
and loyal men, who are “native and to 
the manner born,” are, to say the least, 
entitled to all the prixileges cf 
their birthright as those, who are a dis- 
grace to: their native land, or aliens, 
who manifest their gratitude for privi- 
leges enjoyed, by disregarding the du- 
ties of good citizens. 

We think it would be advisable for 
the “Gentifes” to organize for self pro- 
tection against such indignities, and, if, 
while attending to their own business, 
they find themselves subject to inso- 
‘ence or espionage, administer such ehas- 
tisemest to the sneaking nightwalkers 
as will make them more cautious for the 
future.

It will be 
found that in this way it becomes 
disagreeable after a few mouth- 
fuls. On the other hand, ice itself 
‘may be taken as freely as possible, 
not only without injury, but with 
the most striking advantage in 
dangerous forms of disease. If 
broken ip sizes of a pea or bean, 
and swallowed as freely as prac- 
ticable, without mucl+ chewing or 
crushing between the tecth, it will 
‘often be cfficient in checking va- 
‘rious kinds of diarrhoea, and has 
cured violent cases of Asiatic 
cholera. | 

A kind of cushion of powered 
ice kept to the entire scalp, has 
allayed violent inflammations of 
the brain, and arrested fearful 
convulsions induced by too much 
blood there. In croup, water, as 
cold as ice can make it, applied 
frecly to the throat, neck, and 
chests, with a sponge or cloth, 
very often affords an almost mir- 
aculous relfef, and if this be fol- 
lowed by drinking copiously of 
the same ice cold element, the wet- 
ted parts wiped dry, wnd the child 
be wrapped up in the bed clothes, 
it falls into a delightful and life 
giving slumber. <All inflamma- 
tions, internal or external, are 
promptly subdued by the apptica- 
tion of ice or ice-water, because it 
isconverted into steam and rapidly 
conveys away the extra heat, and 
also diminishes the quantity of 
blood in the vessels of the part. 


A piece of ice laid on the wrist 
will often arrest violent bleeding 
of the nose. Todrink any ice-cold 
liquid at meals retards digestion, 
chills the body, and has been known 
to induce the most dangerous in- 
ternal coagestions. 
tors, constructed to have the ice 
above, are as philosophical as 
they. are healthful, for the ice does 
not come in contact with tke wa- 
ter or other contents, yet keeps 
them all nearly ice-cold. If ice is 
put in milk or on butter, and these 
are not used at the time, they lose 
their freshness and become sour 
and stale, for the essential nature 
of both is changed, when once 
frozen and thawed.—Hall’s Jour- 
nal of Health.
